He puffed, snorted and floundered, 


seemed to make assertions without 
proof and phrases without point, when 
suddenly he wultl utter a statement 
so prcpnant;«sr to clear up a whole 
policy, or a sentence so audacious as; 
to paralyze a whole line o* his op- 
ponents, or n phrase so vivid as to run 
through the nation nnd electrify it.
